Ke Kawakami who is referred to in attached 
document, which is of somewhat doubtful atthenticity, 
is weil known as one of the principal members of the 
Japanese Communist party in Shanghai. His photograph is 
attached. He was connected with the teaching staff of 
the Hsin Hwa Eeperanto School at 1789 North Szechuen 
Road which occupied our serious attention for some 
considerable time as it served as a rendezvous for the 
Russian, Korean, Japanese and Chinese Communists of 
shanghai. 

One of the leaders of Esperanto at that place, 

a Mre Stopani, committed suicide. Kawakami was a 
friend of his and he guided around Shanghai the blind 
Russian vonmunist poet Yerosnenko, who visited the 
school and had himself photographed with the members 
of its staff.
